“There are an endless 
variety of apples, the good, bad 
and indifferent, numbering 
ever 2,000,000 in the State of 
Maine, Among these natfive 
varieties, numerous as they 
are, there are but few which 
deserve cultivation; and it is 
doubtful whether among these 
few, the best have been found.” 
There followed the list of 
varieties in the sixth 
paragraph ef this opus and 
added, “are all natives of 


Maine; and are deseribed as . 


large, fine fruit, We have many 
other varieties which are 
equally deserving of name and 
distinction, but are now 
unknown to fame. It is hoped 
‘that our agricultural societies 
will seek them out and make 
known their merits, The 
following varieties are 
recommended by northern 
horticulturists as worthy of 
cultivation.”” Of these, more 
later. . 

It seems incredible that two 
million varieties of apple 
should ever have existed at one 
time in the state of Maine, and 
one cannot help wondering if 
the pen of the original writer of 
the report slipped into too 
many zeros, or whether in the 
course of typesetting, proof 
reading and printing, error 
crept in. 

The encyclopedias, as 
mentioned, don't even come 
close to that figure in the 
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world, Jet alone Maine, and if 
nothing else, we wonder who in 
blazes counted and catalogued 


them (if cataloging is what you - Apples~Early Harvest, Re 


do with an apple!) 

We sought advice from Prof. 
Lyle Littlefield, landscape 
specialist of the U of M Ex- 
tension service, whom a friend 
recommended as a 
knowledgeable gentleman in 
the field, He wrote; 

“I certainly believe the 2 
million figure is an error. 
Perhaps they refer to that 
many trees, not varieties,” 

He mentions some names of 
varieties such as Black Apple, 
otherwise known as Small 
Black, Jersey Black, Black 
American; Stevens 
Gilliflower, originated in 
Sweden, Me.; Cornish 
Aromatic, from England; and 
Roxbury Russet, from 
Massachusetts; and later 
speaks of Bailey's Golden, 
origin, Kennebec Co., Maine. 

But mistake or not, Maine 
had and has apples~by the 
ship load. Warren S. Abbott of 
Rumford recalls that as a 13 
year old boy he watched as 
pickers worked on his father’s 
farm, packing Ben Davis 
apples into barrels hooped with 
split saplings for shipment to 
Europe. 

And Mr, and Mrs, Alfred 
Sweetsir of East Rumford 
recall that they once had on 
their farm, the old Abbott 
farm, a tree of the Maiden’s 
Blush apple which among 
hundreds of others, no doubt, 
the writer had never heard of,
